JOBLESS STUDENTS: 



QUEBEC

Students in Quebec were hit 
hard by record unemployment 
levels this past summer. 

One out of every four 
students did not find work as 
unemployment rates reached 
depression levels. Recent 
Statistics | Canada figures 
reported a 23% unem- 
ployment rate for students 
who were actively searching 
for employment in Quebec. 
According to Francois 
Couture, Secretary-General of 
Quebec's National Student 
Union (ANEQ), the problem 
has reached summit levels 
due to the Canadian and 
Quebec government's ap- 
plication of ineffective em- 
ployment programs. "Not only 
have governments refused to 
grapple with the problem, but 
even worse, governments are 
openly attacking students" 
said Couture. 

The Quebec government 
has raised student service 
fees in many of the post- 
secondary institutions while 
other methods of financing 
studies, such as the Loans and 
Bursaries program, retain

consider the plight of the 
unemployed student. Current 
criteria used in determining 
the student's eligibility for a 
loan or bursary only apply to 
situations where the majority 
of students can normally find 
employment for most of the 
summer". 

The federal government 
has also taken advantage of 
the students' insecure 
situation by boosting its 
military recruitment in hopes 
of luring young people unable 
to continue academic studies 
because of the economic 
situation. 

ANEQ officials believe that 
the government's intensive 
military recruitment cam- 
paign is in response to its 
NATO "military commitments 
while the population in 
general as well as students 
absorb the costs. 

A recent survey at 
Université de Montreal 
showed that some students 
faced with a poor financial 
position are considering 
abandoning their studies to 
join an already gloomy job ~ 
market, while others are g 
planning to take fewer 
courses in order to work at 
part-time jobs. 

Free tuition was proposed 
as a way to alleviate the 
problem of student financing 
by the Lesage liberal 
government 17 years ago and 
the present PQ government 
vowed to carry it through in 
1976. Last year, education 
minister Jacques-Yvan Morin 
dispelled any hopes of free 
tuition when he announced 
that free tuition would only bo 
provided if the PQ was 
elected for a second mandate.

No Board until October

The Judicial Board, which 
resigned on masse last April, 
should be ro-appointed by Oc-' 
tober IB, according to Students' 
Society President Gary Eisen. 

Tho Board rosignod after by- 
law 16, which governs tho 
Judicial Board, was amonded to 
require the Board to rulo on 
hypothetical questions. Sam 
Boskoy, Chairporson of last 
year's Board, felt that the 
amendment would permit the 
Council to uso tho Board as a 
political buffer, and would 
confuse tho judicial and 
legislative branches of govern- 
ment, t 



Thon VP University Affairs 
Noil Wiener, who drafted iho 
changos to tho by-law, 
vehemently deniod that Council 
ever intended to uso tho Board as 
a political tool or crutch. Wioner 
feels the amendment does not 
confuse the legislative and 
judicial functions. - 

Wioner added that Article 
16.1.6 of the by-lows had been 
taken practically word for word 
from tho Supreme Court Act of 
Canada. 

At the time of their resignation, 
the members of the Board 
threatened to challenge the 
constitutionality of the Judicial 
by-law. Boskoy, who graduated 



last yoâr from the Faculty of 
Law, postod a letter in the 
Faculty asking students to 
boycott tho Board and question 
its logality. 

According to Boskoy, tho 
Canadian Constitution differs, 
vastly from tho Students' Socioty 
Constitution. "The Council was 
asking us to 'prejudge' rather 
than to interpret. Had they asked 
us to interpret legislation and not 
on idoo, wo would hovo dono so." 

Boskoy was roforring to tho 
application made by Wioner last 
year asking the Board to con- 
clude that the language and 
frequency of publication of the

According to Psiharis the 
uncertainty over the number of 
-staff hours which would be 
needed discouraged students 
from taking tho woitressing jobs. 
"I. can't just snap my fingers and 
get a person for a" month," he 
added. 

StudSoc President Gary Eisen 
backed Psiharis up: "He told me 
bocauso of what the job needed 
ho was unable to get students. 
Apparently the job needed only 
throo hours a day." 

In an attempt to verify the pub 
manager's explanation tho Daily 
asked for but was refused access 
to tho actual number of 
woitressing hours worked over 
tho summor. Tho StudSoc 
comptroller (a full-time employee 
of tho Students' Society) con- 
tradicted previous reports, 
however, when ho commented, 
"eleven to six, fivo days a weok, 
those are the hours." 

Waitresses at Gertrude's are 
paid four dollars an hour and an 
experienced waitross can oxpect 
to mako an additional four 
dollars an hour in tips occording 
to ono of this summer's 
waitresses. 

The waitresses and busboys in 
Gortrudo's Pub this fall will all bo 
studonts but there will bo full- 
time employees to tend bar and 



prepare the 
menu offers.

Newly hirod food and beverage 
manager John Savard explained 
that experienced cooks and 
bartenders are necessary to 
maintain hygenic surroundings 
and that it is just not foosiblo to 
use part-time student help for 
those positions. 

Savard further eloborated on 
the bartonding situation: "To 
safeguard the assets of the 
Students' Socioty it is necessary 
to have a minimum amount of 
people dealing with student 
money, be it in the form of cash or 
boor." Savard, who is very 
concerned about "boverngo and 
cosh control", othorwiso known 
as employee theft, fools that 
limiting the number of employees 
who handle money is tho bost 
way to deal with the problem. 

The food and bevorage 
managor also noted that non- 
students suspocted of thoft would 
bo easier to got rid of than 
students: "If I bumped a student 
the Dally would be in my office 
the noxt day and that's a factor." 

Tho publicity-shy Savard has 
instructed employees not to 
discuss salarios or hiring policies 
with tho Daily.

McGill's budget 
unbalanced 



Last May the McGill Board of Governors passed the university's 
budget for the 1970-70 academic year. Combined decreasing 
enrollment and cuts by the provincial government to the grants 
it gives to universities left McGill roeling from a $2.5 million 
deficit. Tho university's administrative and accounting staffs 
were sent scurrying after ways of trimming expenses and in- 
creasing income. 

McGill's Ancillary Services [its cafeterias and the Bookstore), 
its Public Services, such as the microbiological and pathological 
services offered through the Royal Victoria Hospital, and its 
services to dairy farmers through the Mcdonald campus, bring 
in a combined revenue of $12 million. RVC will try to trim its own 
deficit by offering live entertainment in the' cafeteria every 
Wednesday, but since RVC's deficit is covered by the Strath- 
cona Endowment Fund, scratch that as a way of significantly 
reducing the university's deficit. 

Under the current system of financing the universities, 86% 
of McGill's operating budget comes from the provincial 
government's grant, and approximately another 8% comes from 
tuition. Clearly, since the government grant is directly tied to 
enrollment, the most obvious way of reducing the deficit would 
be to somehow increase the number of students attending 
McGill. 

Although the firm figures will not be published until late fall, 
the 1978-79 budget was drawn up Based on the premise that 
enrollment for this year would drop six to ten percent. Even 
though a higher percentage of the population has come to value 
a university education, demographic studies and the closing of 
schools are sure indicators that less students are entering 
highschools and CEGEPs, Ergo, less people will be entering the 
universities. 

To cope with its deficit, McGill must therefore lure students 
away from other universities, to' "increase its clientole", so to 
speak. Unfortunately, . McGill's methods of coping with the 
-deficit will result in a poorer product that can only drive the 
studënt-consumer away. ; . 

The deans of both Arts and Science feel the most efficient way 
of dealing with the large budget cuts thoy both received this 
year is to resort to the non-replacement of departing staff. This 
has to translate into a smaller choice of courses for students, or 
an increased workload for the professors who remain. The 
heavier loads will surface in the form of poorer lecture 
presentations and less time devoted to research end individual 
students. In arts, decreases to the teaching assistants' budget 
may leave students in some courses with no contact with any 
sort of staff membor. 

* We cannot expect the university to keep expanding and of- 
fering more exotic and obscure courses when less students are 
coming to, the universities, but the arbitrary nature of non- 
replacement of departing staff leaves students at the mercy of 
personal whims. 

At tho very least, each department must find out through 
discussion among professors and with students what the most 
important courses in each department are. If key members of 
staff, or those giving popular courses in any department leave 
. McGill, then it would bo unfair to students, and reduce tho 
quality of their education if that professor weren't replaced, or 
if an important course were put on the rotational system (i.o.. to 
offer it every socond yoar. 

Besides suffering from cutbacks as all other students will, the 
foreign student will bo ovon more hard pressed. Tho fact that 
differential foes more than make up for the loss of tuition caused 
by declining enrollment is disappointing. Tho Administration's 
resistance to higher foos for foreign students was not exactly 
high-powored, evon though McGill's intellectual community with 
its high porcentage of foroign students has much to lose from the 
continued enforcement of the fees. The Administration, now 
that it has soon that tho foo differential has actually helped 
slightly in offsetting tho deficit, may desert its bland rosistanco 
to them altogether. 

Tho 1978-79 budget, although it has retained the surfaco 
status quo at McGill. con do nothing but contribute to making 
McGill a lowor quality institution of learning.

The Association of Iranian 
Students of Concordia University 
held a demonstration August 30 
to protest the oppressive 
government of the Shah of Iran.

Liberals juggle

According to Economics 
Professor Jack Wold on, the^ 
federal Liberal government's 
recont program of budgetary 
cutbacks is in effect "nothing 
more than a numbers game .in 
which money is being shuffled 



around with little if any savings 



problems besetting our economic 
system." 

"It is a real tragedy", he noted, 
"that in a sense this package is 
nothing pretending to be 
something." 

Weldon also common tod on the 
recent " funding cutbacks to. 
education and the arts. He stated 
that support of tho arts in 
government ox- general and of the CBC in par 
ticular, is essential to both the 
health and stability of Canadian 
culture. Weldon added that the 
CBC is a necessary tool for 
educating all Canadians, and 
suggested that the government 
should find ways to make cut- 
backs in other less crucial aroas 
of the public sector. 

Professor Woldon was' par- 
ticularly adamant about ex- 
cessive* waste in education, 
whore ho claimed that human 
and economic resources are 
often wasted through "needless 
duplication of sorvices." 

He concluded that tho answors 
to the country's financial 
problems do not involve simple 
economics but rather a 
restructuring of both the public 
and private soctors to improve 
their efficiency and eliminate 
waste— an act which "cannot bo 



held in front of the Gazette of- 
fices, in protest of Canadian 
press coverage of the arson.

Such demon- 
strations hove since been 
outlawed in Iran, and all 
universities have been closed, 
according to a spokesperson of 
the McGill Iranian Students 
Association.

Most of the clubs and teams 
involved have, excopt for tho 
women's rugby team, accepted 
the ASUS decision. Kate Han- 
cock, social secretary and last 
year's captain of the team, has 
voiced her disappointment with 
the decision. Last year the 
women's rugby team was given' a 
fairly large budget, but this 
semester ASUS is unable to offer 
any financial support. 

ASUS treasurer David Sinyard 
said that the organization did not 
refuse to give funds to sports 
teams, but rathor it was folt that 
their support should como from 
the Athletic Department. The 
football team, for example, 
reçoives nearly $3,000 from the 
Athlotic Department. According 
to Hancock, it is possible that the 
rugby team will recoivo $200

the whole team with uniforms. 

Sinyard stated that a change in 
the ASUS Constitution made it 
necessary for them to reorder 
their priorities. Thus, according 
to Sinyard, clubs such as the 
Political Science Students 
Association and the Biology 
Scienco Students Association will 
receive top priority. The 
financial support will be given by 
ASUS, when it is needed, in order 
of priority. Afterwards, the rest 
of the money will bo distributed 
among the various athletic teams. 
Sinyard estimates that the sports 
teams should not see the cutback 
as final and irreversible. If the 
teams are unable to find suf- 
ficient funding elsewhere, ASUS 
will provide them with the 
necossary money. Says Sinyard, 
"We have I to try to stretch 
ourselves and we don't have gobs 
and gobs of money like pooplo 
think we do." 

For the present, tho toams and 
their mombers will have to pay 
for their uniforms and equip- 
mont. and will also have to 
finance their out-of-town trips. 



Most of the returning members 
have already received their 
uniforms and own the necessary 
equipment. The squeeze in the 
budget will hit the new members 
hardest. 

The women's rugby team is 
now trying to find other means of 
support. As a relatively now team 
it does' not hove the seniority that 
onables older clubs to get funding 
from other University 
organizations. As an alternative, 
tho team may ask one of the 
breyverios to sponsor tho team's 
uniforms. Hancock feels that a 
boor commercial involving the 
toam members would help to 
sponsor tho out-of-town ex- 
penses. 

Although the sports toams are 
in difficult-positions they are not 
discouraged. Hancock says that 
she belongs to a "neat team" and 
that all the members enjoy 
playing so much that they do not 
mind the added oxpense.

Legal Briefs 



Don't Overpay for your Apt: The 60-Day Delay 
If you signed your lease and moved into your new $300 
apartment only to discover that the previous tenant was paying 
$230 for the same apartmont with identical sorvices, what can 
you do? 

Tho one thing you shouldn't do is just forget about it, becauso 
tho law grants you 60 days from the beginning of the lease to 
apply for a reduction of a rent that was raised boyond the legal 
limit. If you find out what the previous rent was after.the 60-doy 
delay or try to act after that timo, you will find that it is too lato. 
You will have no recourse oven though the landlord is renting 
the apartment for what is essentially an illegal amount. 

A landlord is not allowed to raise the rent of a leaso for a 
fixed term of 12 months or less any timo during tho course of the 
lease. In tho case of a lease for a term of more than 12 months, 
the rent can be raised only once during any 12 month period. 
This rule protects any sub-tenant as well as the original tenant. 
When a landlord does raise tho rent of on apartment, ho will 
genorally try to have tho incroaso reflect all of his increosed 
costs as well as maintain his profit margin. Strictly speaking, a 
landlord is not allowed to incroaso tho ront of an apartmont at 
all without tho permission of tho Rental Board. 

The Law.... 

A landlord is not ollowod to raise tho rent of a loase for a 
fixed torm of 12 months or less any timo during tho courso of tho 
loase. In tho case of a loaso for a torm or moro than 12 months, 
the rent can bo raised only onco during any 12 month period. 
This rulo protects any sub-tonont as well as tho original tenant. 
When a landlord does roiso tho rent of an apartment, ho will 
genorally try to hovo tho incroaso reflect all of his incroosod 
costs as well as maintain his profit margin. Strictly spoaking, a 
landlord is not allowod to increase tho rent of an apartmont at 
all without tho permission of tho Rental Board. 

... and I no Practice 
In practice, increases of botweon 8% to 10% oro usually 
passed on to a tenant from year to yoar without any official 
sanction from tho Rental Board. Unless thero has actually boon 
a decrease in sorvices or in the quality of the apartmont, such 
increases are rarely worth challenging. Any increase beyond 
the 10% limit, however, is generally viewed as unacceptable. In 
the absence of any special circumstances such an increase will 
very likely be rolled back by the Rental Board whero an ap- 
plication is made to do so. Thus, the $300 rent on tho apartment 
that was previously $230 would probably be reduced to ap- 
proximately $255. That's quite a saving over a 12-month poriod 
and woll worth the effort of finding out what the previous rent 
for the apartment was and making an application before the 
Rental Board. 

Discovering the previous rent 
Thero are a number of ways to find out what the previous ront 
of your apartment was, the easiest boing to find out from the 
vacating tenant. Unfortunatoly this is very often impossible and 
therefore you will havo to rosort to other means, such as asking 
some of your new neighbours or a sympathetic or unsuspecting 
janitor or superintendent. Another method is to check the lists 
kept by the Water Tax Department of the City of Montroal. 
While these lists may not be completely accurate with respoct to 
what a previous tenant was paying, they should givo a close 
approximation that can serve as a starting point. If you can't 
discover what the old rent was, but fool that your rent is 
disproportionately high compared to a similar apartment in tho 
samo building, this should bo indicated on your application for 
reduction. In any event, the burden of proof rests with the 
landlord to establish what the old rent was and to justify tho 
increase. 

Making an Application 

The next step in tho procedure is to mako your application 
beforo the Rental Board, which must bo done within 60 days 
from tho beginning of tho lease. Application forms oro available 
at the Rental Board offico or from the McGill Campus Legal Aid 
Clinic. After you have filed your application tho waiting bogins 
and at some point between 2 to 6 weeks lator you will usually 
receive a notice of a hearing, whore it will be determined 
whether or not the rent should be reduced. 

Your Right 

Any tenant or subtenant who believes that the landlord has 
unjustifiably increased the rent has the right to ask for a rent 
reduction. Tho services of the Rental Board are free and it is not 
necessary to bo represented by a lawyer. Once you havo 
established that you hovo cause, don't feel bad about taking 
your landlord to the Rental Board.

Diff Fees relief: 

PQ forgets promises

In the aftermath of tho Quebec 
Goverment's decision to im- 
plement differential fees for 
foreign students studying at 
univorsitios in Quobec, two basic 
promises were mado by tho PQ 
government in order to ease tho 
impact of the two-tior fee 
payment structure. At a moeting 
organized by the McGill 
Students' Society last year, MNA 
(Mercier) Gerard Godin promisod 
that a system of loans and 
bursaries would enablo poorer 
foreign students to study in 
Quoboc. With tho differential feo 
structure already applying to 
now students there has not been 
any set up of loan or bursary 
programmos for any in- 



ternational students. 

Tho PQ had plans to instituto a 
scholarships programme for 
third world students coming to 
study in Quoboc but according to 
a spokosperson from McGill's 
planning department "tho 
government has dono obsolutoly 
nothing about it." Instead, the 
spokesporson noted the ad- 
ministrators are sponding their 
time making sure tho rules aro 
applied to all incoming foreign 
students. 

Differential fees have also 
been imposed on students who 
wore in Bachelor undorgraduato 
programmes last yoar and who 
aro currently boginning studios 
in a Masters programme. Only 
oxchange students, refugees 



coming to Canoda, diplomatic 
visa studonts, and Amoriindians 
have escapod from the two-tier 
feo programme. 

At tho time of tho diff feos 
announcement the Quoboc 
government also promised to sign 
bila teral agreements with foreign 
countries oxempting studonts 
and thus allowing a freo flow of 
students betweon Quobec and 
other countries. 

Currently Quebec has 
managed to drop its differential 
for French studonts only. France 
does not havo any differential 
fees for foroign students and 
othor countries, but is expected 
to respond to Quebec's gesture 
by dropping its quota on Quobec 
students entoring Fronch 
universities. 



Women's Union loses room

Women's Union Presidont 
Sharon Kennedy said thero was 
no coercion used in getting tho 
Women's Union to change rooms.

The 
group's offset printing press will 
also bo moved to the now area, 
but as Kennedy said, "If there's 
room wo'll keep it. if not..." 
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Pub Board seeks student-at-large

A new studont-at-large is needed 
to fill the vacant seat on the 
Publications Board. Any in- 
terested student who is not a 
student councillor or o Daily 
staffer is eligible to apply for the 
seat which has been open since 
the resignation of former 
Publications Board chairperson 
Phil Gertler in August. Tho 
Publications Board moots ot least 
onco o month and tho torm of 
office of tho new student-at-largo 
will end May 1. 

Tho primary function of tho 
newly created Board is to 
monitor tho financial affairs of 
the Daily. The board was 
dosigned in an attompt to prevent 
the traditional yearly battlo 
botween tho editors of the Daily 
and StudSoc politicians. This 
battlo, which habitually occurs 
when the budget undergoes 
revision in January, is not unique 
to the McGill campus. 

Since student newspapers aro 
usually published by tho student 
governments who aro also their 
main source of news, there is 
plenty of room for disagreement. 
In the heat of battle, the average 
student politician's line is that 
the paper is financially 
mismanaged and editorially 
unsound. The paper's editors 



usually argue that the Students' 
Society is trying to tamper with 
editorial freodom by imposing 
financial restriction. To avoid 
this situation, the new con- 
stitution which was drawn up 
last year, provides for a 
Publications Board to odministor 
to the financial affairs of tho 
Daily. Tho Board is composed of 



two students-at-large, two 
representatives from tho Daily 
and three student councillors 
who represent StudSoc. Whilo 
the seot distribution is designed 
to prevent any one faction from 
gotting out of control it still 
woighs slightly in favor of 
StudSoc. 
As well as looking nftor tho 



finances of tho Daily, tho Board 
also serves as a forum in which 
those who find themsolvos 
continually outraged by the 
paper can air their griovancos. 
Whilo the Board cannot interfero 
with tho editorial policies of the 
Daily, it will ensure access to the 
paper by all students as well as 
holp to promote tho free flow of 



ideas. 

Those interested in applying 
for the vacont student-at-largo 
seat can pick up an application in 
either tho Daily or StudSoc of- 
fices which aro both located in 
tho Union building.

Cadbury move "Irrevocable"

Dospito pressures from tho 
Quobec govornmont. tho CSN and 
the gonoral public, the 
management of Cadbury- 
Schweppes will transfor its. 
chocolate bar factory operations 
from Montreal to Whitby, On- 
tario noxtNovomber 15th. 

According to Company 
President Powell tho movo is 
based sololy on financial im- 
peratives and it has no political 
implications whatsoever. Last 
week, Cadbury workors staged a 
demonstration aimed at gotting 
tho managemont to revorso its 
duoly termod "irrevocable 
decision." 

The 500 CSN-affiliatod 
workors have been seeking a 
meoting with tho management 
sinco July 15th in hopes of 
working out a compromise which 
would save some of tho jobs in the 
chocolate bar factory. The 
Cadbury workors have called tho 
President's attitude "foolish" 
due to his unwillingness to evon 
explain tho reasoning behind the 
company's decision. 

On Friday, Quobec's Industry 
and . Commorco Ministor 
Rodriquo Tremblay denounced 
the management's decision and 
called it "unacceptable conduct 
reflecting a nineteenth contry 
attitude." During a speech given 



in Montreal Tremblay accused 
the company of poor 
management. According to 
Tremblay, tho company mndo an 
imprudent decision, when it 
decided to expand its production 
facilities into Ontario at a time 
when demand for chocolate bars 
was diminishing in 1973. 

Quoboc's Industry and 
Commorco Ministor oxpressed 
concern for the plight of the 



workors and noted that tho 
layoffs woro tho company's 
responsibility. 

"I don't question tho com- 
pany's right to take stops to 
correct its financial difficulties 
but I do object to Codbury- 
Schweppes making Queboc in 
gonoral and its 500 soo-to-bo laid- 
off workers in particular suffer 
tho consoquonces of managerial 
ineptitude," said Tremblay.

ponditures totalling $113,000. 
Overall, the RVC deficit will 
grow by $10,000. Additional 
food needed because of a 
predicted 100% occupancy 
rate, coupled with rising food 
costs and salary increases 
granted last June 1 are the 
culprits. 
According to RVC Manager 



Elizabeth Ross, the deficit can 
never be avoided at RVC 
because tho core staff of 
managor, warden, and cafeteria 
supervisor required to run the. 
260-bod residence is tho same 
as was needed to run RVC 
when it had 500 rooms before it 
gave space to the Music 
Faculty. 

Today, there are not enough 
McGill women applying to RVC 
to reach total occupancy, so 
the rosidenco has opened its 



doors to women from neigh- 
bouring CEGEPs. In the sixties, 
according to Ross, There was a 
long waiting list for acceptance 
into RVC. When the men's 
residences went co-ed, the 
number of rooms available 
more than doubled. That, 
coupled with the statistical fact 
that more men are turning to 
residence as an alternative to 
apartment dwelling than 
women, means that all is not 
rosy forRVC.

McGill's deficit hits undergrads hardest

Any . administrators still 
awaiting the return to the sunny 
days of the 1960s when student 
enrollment and university 
budgets were going nowhere 
but up were rudely awakened 
last May 17 when the 1978-79 
budgot was presented to the 
Board of Governors. 

McGill had been preparing 
itself for a $600,000 deficit 
since last fall, when the budget- 
drafting procoss for this 
academic year bogan in ear- 
nest. But by the time the 
senators and governors had 
conditioned themselves to 
accopt that blow it was an- 
nounced that McGill would 
somehow havo to reduce its 
budget by another two million. 

This spring, in an effort to 
bring the provincial govern- 
ment's own budgot in lino, 
Financo Minister Jacques 
Parizeau reduced the overall 
grant to the province's, 
universities by $13 million. 
McGill's share of that reduction 
was $2,033,000. 

Although the figure will not 
bo official until the enrollment 
figures are known in November, 
the univorsity will bo receiving 
about $86,103,000 from the 
provincial government. The 
McGill operating budget (ex- 
cluding Research) is' 
$116,796,000. 

Eating away the base 

In order to cope with the 
resulting $2.5 million deficit, 
the university is being forced to 
borrow from the Unrestricted 
Endowment Fund (mondy 
donated to McGill that has not 
been ear-marked by its donors). 
In May 1979, $2,400.000 will be 
deducted from the Fund, whose 
estimated Book Value is $10.8 
million. 

According to John Armour, 



the University Comptroller, the 
two million dollar withdrawal 
from the Fund is a major blow 
to tho university. "The 
Unrestricted Endowment Fund 
is our lifolino. If wo lose that, 
we have no reserve, and people 
nowadays don't leave thoir 
monoy to the Fund, thoy leave it 
. for scholarships instead. It may 
be hard to build up again." 
Dlff fees save the day 

Tho final grant from tho 
provincial government, which is 
based on enrollment, will not 
bo finalized until November 
when official enrollment results 
are available. In order to avoid a 
nasty surprise this fall, the 
1978-79 budget was drafted 
with a six to ten percent 
enrollment decline in mind. 

In 1977-78. tuition foes ac- 
counted for $9,600,000 of the 
total budget, whilo tuition 
ostimates based on the number 
of students for 1978-79 , are 
down to $9,369,000. Howovor, 
tho actual amount expected 
from tuition is expected to rise 
to $9,965,000 becauso of tho 
provincial government's 
decision to join the govern- 
ments of Alberto and Ontario in 
introducing differential fees for 
foreign studonts. The provincial 
governments have reasoned 
that tho Canadian taxpayer 
should not be burdonod with 
the education of non- 
Canadians, although the 
university community— espec- 
ially the students — denounced 
the higher fees for non- 
Canadians as a barrier to 
higher oducation. Tho students 
also claimed that the in- 
tellectual atmospheres at 
universities, particularly 
McGill, which has one of tho 
highest percentages of foreign 
studonts of Canadian 
universities, would suffer. 
Canadians and foreign 
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students already studying at a 
provincial univorsity before the 
implomontation of the feos this 
fall will pay $19 per credit, whilo 
foreign studonts will be ex- 
pocted to pay $31. 

Academic salarias 
Based on past practice and 
the indexation opplied to tho 
provincial government grant, 
academics should havo 
received an overall increase of 
9%, comprised of 4% Cost of 
Living Adjustments, 2% in- 
creased national productivity, 
and 3% for morit increases 
awarded by individual 
judgomont. Howovor, in order 
to help out and take somo 
pressures off tho budgot, tho 
McGill Association of 
Univorsity Teachors (MAUT), 
was asked by the Ad- 
ministration to accept an 
overall increase of 7%. MAUT 
agreed to tho 7% as of .J une 
1978 with ah additional COLA 
incroaso this fall. Tho 
elimination of the 2% was 
placed before the goneral 
membership and tabled until 
Novombor. The- 1978-79 budget 
has boon drafted on the sup- 
position that this 2% will not be 
paid. If it does bocome 
nocessary to make tho 
payments. an additional 
$850,000 will havo to bo addod 
to the 1978-79 deficit. 

Economics professor Sid 
Ingormon, an exocutive 
member of. tho 120 strong 
McGill Faculty Union, Has 
stated that MAUThad "no logol 
right" to agree to tho 2%. cut. 
According to Ingerman, 
"nobody on campus has tho 
legal right to negotiate for 
wages, as no group researching 
McGill's academic staff is 
accredited under the Queboc 
LabourCodo. 

Furthermore, Ingormon has 
stated that tho MAUT could 
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While tho budgets for the faculties of Arts and Science shrink, tho 
grow. 



Management Faculty continues to 



novorgain accreditation oven if 
it wonted to because some of 
McGill's top administrators, 
including tho principal, the 
vice-principals, and the deans, 
are members of tho MAUT. 

Ingerman fools that "the so- 
called negotiations havo been a 
charade" over the recent years. 
Bocause the Administration 
con consult with an assembly 
of academics, many of whom 
ore administrators first, dealing 
with tho MAUT "gives the 
facade of going through tho 
negotiation process." 

Of tho major Queboc 
universities, only the staffs of 
McGill and Concordia are not 
recognized as bargaining units. 
However, according to tho MFU 
exocutivo member, it is only at 
McGill that this proposal of 
dooling with budgetary 
problems by "not giving staff 
monoy allocated to it by tho 
government for salarios is 
being considered." 

Arts to suffer 
Budgetary cutbacks in the 
Arts Faculty are an indication 
that tho idea of coming to 
university, or to McGill at loast, 
to get a well-rounded education 
in the humanities is becoming 
obsoleto. 

When the budgeting procoss 
for this year began last 
Novomber, tho Faculty of Arts 
was initially slatod to take a 
$576.000 cut. The Board of 
Governors, which had at its 
disposal a $600,000 
discretionary fund, docided to 
givo Arts $262,000, reducing tho 
cut to $314,000. Doan of Arts 
Robert Vogel maintains that 
this deficit has already been 
absorbed in tho senso that I ' 
don't get it in 1978-79." 

In ordor to absorb this loss, 
Vogel is resorting to tho non- 
roplacomont of departing staff. 
The English. History, and 
Sociology Departments are 
going to bo the "hardost hit" 
this year. 

At this point. Vogel feels it is 
"hard to say" if courses will bo 
dropped or professors soddlod 
; with heavier toaching loads. 
Thore will also be a bigger 
rotational system in Arts: more 
courses that are presently 
offored yearly will soon bo 
given only evory second year. 

Of course, it goes without 
saying that somo of tho 
courses with smnllor 
enrollments "will cloorly havo 
to go.. Vogel "will not en- 
courage the dropping of control 
courses," howovor. 

In spite of staff attrition, 
more work for thoso who 
remain, and fower courses, tho 
Dean of Arts somehow 
manages to soo tho silvorlining 
in the ominously dark clouds of 
budgetary cutbacks. "It will 
encourage departments to 
rethink their curriculum and 
docido really what is importont. 
Our teaching will have to bo 
more effoctivo. and wo will havo 
to concentrate on what is 
importont to tho un- 



dergraduate's education." 

Vogel feels that McGill will 
not bo offering fewer courses; it 
will be offering better ones. He 
rationalizes that even if the 
. faculty offored twice as many 
courses (it now offers about 
500) studonts would not have 
that much more choice 
because there ore only 16 slots 
in a full-time student's 
timetable 

Still Vogel is not trying to 
suggest that tho cutting of staff 
is a "good thing." The trick is to 
have more resignations than 
you nood, and until tho 
Parizeau cut, wo were ahead of 
the game." 

Science follows suit 
Dean of Scionco Svenn Orvig 
will be adopting the same 
approach in dealing with his 
shrinking Science budget. 
Initially, Science was facing a 
$776.000 deficit, until a special 
allocation by the Budget 
Planning group reduced that to 
$360,000 when it bocamo ob- 
vious that "it is impossiblo to 
budget with that typo of cut." 
Orvig fools the "budgot is 
nbsolutoly tight. Tho fat wont 
somo years ago'." 

Orvig has stated that Science 
will cut back "all along the 
lino". Since 66% of tho Science 
budget goes to salarios, ho is 
also using the non-replacement 
of departing staff, technicians 
and secretaries to oase his 
financial woes. 

No courses have been 
dropped from tho Faculty of 
Science this year, but Orvig 
recognizes that "you can't go 
on reducing staff without 
losing somo capability." 
Research will suffer, and 
professors will bo getting 
heavier workloads. There are 
233 academics on the Scionco 
staff this year as compared to 
240 in 77-78. Orvig is foeling 
cautiously optimistic, bocauso 
it appears enrollment in 
Science will remain steady in 
1978-79, after an overall drop of 
10% in recent years. But ovon if 
enrollment stays tho same, 
"there may be othor reasons 
(for instituting cutbacks) next 
year. You can't go on forever 
running on a doficit." . ' 
A miracle of Student Services? 

Tho ovorall Studont Services 
budgot will increase this year, 
with Athletics getting o .3% 
increase, and Counselling Aid 
and Administration growing by 
6.5%. Tho Hoalth Service 
budget will decrease by .2%. In 
spite of the cut. Doan of 
Studonts Michael Herschom 
mointains that tho Hoalth 
Sorvico will provido "the somo 
services or botter." Ho rofusod 
to commont on how this would 
bo done with less monoy. 
however. 

The RVC deficit 
Although RVC's income is 
expected to ■ incroaso by 
$103.000 this year, tho gain will 
bo negatod by a rise in ex-

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Redmen destroy 
Patriotes 43-0

In their season opener, the 
McGill Redmen destroyed the 
Trois Rivieres Patriotes by the 
walloping score of 43-0. 

The obvious question: Was 
McGill that good or was Trois 
Rivieres that bad? The answer: 
Yos. 

Good defence proved to be the 
best offence for the Redmen. The 
Redmen defence brickwalled the 
Pats' attack, and with aid of Pots 
punter Sorgo Leduc, McGiU's 
offence had good field position 
throughout the game. (Some of 
Leduc'8 punts did not even make 
it past the line of scrimmage.) . * 

Quarterback Vic Pywowarc- 
zuk (pronounced Vic) hit wide 
receiver Keir Cutler for McGiU's 
first TD with just over throo 
minutes gone by in the first 
quarter. That proved to be the 
only scoring McGill was going to 
need. 

Cutler had a super day, cat- 
ching four tosses for 34 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

Rick Biewald was equally 
effective on the other end, pulling 
in three passes for 61 yards and 
oneTD. 

The McGill offence ran off 60 
plays and picked up 204 yards 
rushing and 136 yards passing. 
The Redmen had little trouble 
moving the ball on the ground, 
even with the absence of fullback 
Steve Geoghegan who left the 
game with a sore knee. Tom 
Barbeau rushed for 70 yards and 
rookie Marc La cello added 49 
yards including a beautiful 22 
yard run. Fullback Stove Droz, 
McGiU's short distance 
specialist, ran for two touch- 
downs. 

McGiU's offensive lino, which 
may be the ono question mark on 
the on the 1978 squad, played 
well, but they were not really 
tested. 

"The line still has to develop, 
but for. this point in the season, 
thoy'ro doing very woll," of- 
fensive line coach Pat Davis said. 

McGiU's defensive unit was 
almost flawless. The Pats 
statistics for the game were 
unavailable, but it is unlikely that 
they picked up more than 40 
yards all aftornoon. 

Defensive back Dave 
Croasdale intercepted two 
. Rostand Phaneuf passos, 
highlighting a tromendous af- 
ternoon for the McGill secon- 
dary. Cornerman Sam Collizza 
had no trouble rooding tho Pats 
offence and teamed up with 
linebacker Phil Baltaglia to bury 
the Pats* outside attack. Ron 
Poulton and Denis Waido, two 
newcomers at dofensivo back 
that tho coaching staff is vory 
high on, wore very impressive 
coming off the bench and on 
special teams. 

Tho Redmen linebacking crew 
was almost too good. Battaglia 
and Phil Poberts shut off tho 
outsides, while Gary Kirchner 



and Sam Rapp effectively shared 
the middle linebacker duties. 

The defensive line played up to 
expectations, they toyed with the 
Pats' lineman and wore able to 
get the boll carrier with ease 
unless a McGill linebacker' or 
defensive back got there first. 

"The defence was superb," 
Head Coach Charlio Baillio said. 
"They played a perfect game." 

Linebacker Phil Battaglia 



summed up the afternoon best 
when he described tho game as 
"a good practice." 

The Rodmen play at Concordia 
next Saturday at 2 pm, but their 
first real test will bo Friday night, 
September 22, when tho Redmen 
face off against tho Carloton 
Rovons at Molson Stadium. 
Carloton held the perpetually 
strong offence of Bishop's to four 
points on Saturday, dofoating 
them 11-4. 



Redmen Clips 



McGiU's second string quarterback Kevin Smith injured his 
shoulder trying to recover a fumble in the football jamboree lost i 
Saturday and will miss the entire season. Keir Cutler, McGiU's * 
six-foot-five inch wido recoivor, will take over tho backup QB 
chores. 

Veteran defensive back, Arne Luik, has been sidelined for two 
woeks with a peripheral tare of tho cartilage. Luik, who broke 
into tho starting lineup during training camp, should be 
available for action against Carleton. 

Fullback Steve Geoghegan was removed from -the lineup 
Saturday duo to a bruised knee. Steve injured the knee in the 
jamboree and it was bothering him throughout the practice 
week. Steve carried the baU five Umes for 30 yards before he 
was removed. 

Sam Rapp, the colorful linebacker from Yale University, missed 
most of training camp with a hamstring pull , but was able to sea 
considerable playing time against Trois Rivieres. The Rapper 
got in some good pops in the game and appears to be quite 
healthy. 

PhU Roberts, the vociferous linebacker and now punter of the 
Redmen, could not try out for the B.C. Lions due to a knee injury 
he sustained last spring. The Redmen have three other players 
who wero draft selections of CFL teams. They are Unebacker 
PhU Battaglia, halfback Tom Barbeau, and wide receiver Rick 
Biewald. 

In training camp tosts, running back Marc LaceUe and defensive 
back Dave Croasdalo proved to be the fastest sprinters on the 
team. Each ran the 40 yard dash in 4.6 seconds. Wide receiver 
Mike Farmor was tho best in the mile, finishing in 5 minutes. 16 
seconds. 

Quarterback Vic Pywowczuk, not known for his running ability, 
did have ono rush of 21 yards in Saturday's game. Coach Baillie 
appeared a bit nerv.ous whon Vic was tackled, but number 
seven came out without a scratch. 

Halfback Tom Barbeau is leading the Redmen in passing per- 
centage. Tom threw a T D pass on on option play Saturday and 
is 1 for 1 on the season. 

One year ago from yesterday, the Redmen lost a hoartbroaker to 
Bishop's in Lonnoxville, 22-16. The Redmon hove a chance to got 
back at tho Gaiters and their obnoxious fans when the two 
teams moot on October 7th at Molson Stadium.

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Redmen D-line 
looks devastating

If you see offensive linemon 
around the OQIFC hugging and 
holding McGill'8 defensive 
linemon, it is not on expression of 
affection. Hugging and holding 
may be the only way of stopping 
McGill's awesome front four. 

Returning vetorans Jim Mc- 
Mullon and Rick Shaver combine 
with American recruits John 
Willis and Kevin Rooney to form 
e defensive lino that Head Coach 
Charlie Baillio describes as 
having "more talent than ever". 

Kevin Rooney was a defensive 
end at Brown University for four 
yoars. At six-foot-three, 235 
pounds, -ho gives the line size and 
strength. His oxportiso at tho end 
position and his ability to run 
through offensive linemen and 
crush running backs has been 
evident both at McGill practices 
and the pro-season football 
Jamboree last week. 

John Willis is also a defensive 
end who camo to McGill via tho 
University of Massachusetts. He 
is also blessed with good size, six- 
foot-two, 235 pounds, and out- 
standing speed. John ran the 
forty yard dash in 4.9 seconds 
which is remarkable for a big 
man. During the Jamboroe, John 
amazed observers when he read 
a screen pass by Carleton and 
annihilated the running back. 

Tackle Rick Shaver returns to 
the McGill lineup as captain 
following an extremely suc- 
cessful season in which he 
became an All-Conference 
selection. 

"Last year, I first got into 
reading football thanks to tho 
coaching of Ray Baillio," ex- 
plains Shaver. "This year, I 
should come into my own." 

"My first year, I just played by 



instinct. When you read the 
offence, you can anticipate the 
plays." 

Jim McMullan will play his 
third year with the Redmen at a 
now position, dofensive tackle. 

' During the past two years, he 
played defensive end but he has 

' been moved to tocklo to ac- 
commodate Roonoy and Willis. 
McMullan is a fast lineman who 
reacts quickly and gets moro 
than his share of quarterback 
sacks. 

Though those four players are 
oxtremely talented, a défensive 
line must learn to work as a unit 
to be effective. In addition, 
Rooney and Willis must adjust to 
Canadian rules, and McMullan 
must adjust to his new postition. 

"The yard off the ball makes it 
a lot differont," says Rooney. 
"There's also a lot mora motion 
which can be confusing." 

If these rules presented any 
problems for Rooney and Willis, 
it certainly was not evident in tho 
gome against Trois Rivieres. Tho 
lino completely cut off the T.R. 
attack, and McMullan scorned at 
home at his new position. 
. "I felt good out there," said 
McMullan after the game. "I've 
had somo trouble because the 
reads are different, but now I 
feel comfortable. It's great to 
play on this lino." 

"We're working well 
togolher," says Rooney. "That's 
what's important." 

Since most great defonsive 
lines have a nickname, the Purple 
People Eaters and the Fearsome 
Foursome for example, it is only 
fitting that the McGill four have a 
name of their own. Boceuse of 
their devastatingly destructive 
qualities, the Daily has tabbed 
tho McGill front four, "Mur- 
derer's Row."

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Slotback offence: 

McGM backfield 
shows versatility

While tho loss of offensive 
linemen Hector Pothier and Peto 
Capobianco will hurt McGiU's 
running gome, it is hard to be 
anything but optimistic about 
their ability to move the ball on 
tho ground with the fine talent 
tho Redman havo in the running 
back department. 

All-Conference halfback . Tom 
Barbeau and McGiU's explosivo 
fullback Stove Geoghegan aro 
back this year. In addition, thoy 
will be joined by speedster Marc 
Lacelle, a rookio halfback who 
will see most of his action at the 
slotback position. 

Rather than have ono of theso 
backs sitting on the bench, the 
coaching staff decided to go with 
a three back offenso this season. 
The strategic move should add 
the zip that McGiU's offence 
noods. 

"I like the slot." says fullback 
Geoghegan. "It givos us more 
diversity. The opposition can't 
key on anybody because all our 
backs have the ability to burn 
them." 

Though McGill is losing some 
blocking by having only one tight 
end, quarterback Vic 
Pywownrczuk likos tho new 
setup. "With the slotback, we 
havo more motion which throws 
the defense off." says Vic. "It 
also gives us an inside recoiver 
with doop speed. It's like having 



two wido rocoivors on one side." 

Lacello, a veteran of tho Laval 
Scorpions, is perfoct for tho slot 
position. He possosses great 
speed and acceleration, and has 
moro natural talent than anyone 
according to backfiold coach 
Davo Lonnon. 

Lacelle is new to tho position, 
but the coaches aro very pleased 
with his execution. 

"It's a new experience for 
mo." says Lacelle. "At halfback, 
ovorything comes natural. At 
slot, I have to think all tho time. 
It's difficult at first, but I'm 
learning to adjust." The other 
two members of the Redmen trio 
should bo oven stronger this 
year. Barbeau played hurt last 
soason, but still managod to 
reach the 500 yard plateau and 
earn a spot on tho conference a 11- 
star team. Playing healthy, 
Barboau will be that much more 
effoctive. 

Thé Redmen aro expecting a 
great season from fullback 
Geoghegan, so much so that they 
havo nicknamed him "The 
Franchise." 

Geoghogan started the league 
last season with his superb 
.'running ability, averaging 5.9 
yards per carry which is ex- 
traordinary considering that ho 
was running almost exclusively 
up the middle 

"Last year. I ran mostly in- 
side," says Googhegan. "This 
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Stove Geoghegan 

yoar, I havo some outsido runs. 1 
know I have enough outsido 
spood." 

Though five-foot-eight, 178 
pounds, which is somewhat small 
for a fuUback, Geoghogan is a 
good blocker. 

"I enjoy blocking," soys Stove. 
"A good block is as good as a 
good run. I work a lot on my 
blocking. That's why the coach is v 
confident to use me at fullback." 

Though oach running back will 
probably not carry the' ball 
enough time to load the con- 
ference in rushing, thoy should 
bo ablo to pile up the yards as a 
threesome. As "The Franchise" 
iterates, "I don't care how many 
yards I got as long as the team 
wins."
